frum the days of Henri Quatorze 
given FraBi-e both soldiers and 
statesmen, but Jean was a shame 
and disgrace to the blood of his an- 
<-estors. When he chose, his speech 
and manners were those of the aris- 
tocrat, and even at his worst he had 
an air of distinction and a handsome 
person, but it was all mere surface 
polish, asi from bis youth np he 
was a living shame. 
He had won- 


•derful abilities and was a poet of no 
mean caliber, but he was expelled 
from school, and after a reckless 
youth had to leave the army. He 
had a fortune which he squandered 
in a few years, after which he lived 
3>y gambling—by cheating, it was 
-whispered, though none dared open- 
ly accuse him, so terrible had his 
reputation become. 


Then began a career of infamy 


that one might almost say surpassed 
that of any of the bravos who 
wrought desolation in France. Some 
of them had a qualm of pity at 
times; D'Aubigny had none His 
were the instincts of a tiger.

BOBS IN HIGHLAND COUNTY. 


J. E. Aabton was born October 20, 


1837, 
in Rlchland county, Ohio, and 


was tbe youngest son of Francis and 
Elizabeth Asbton, natives of En- 
gland 
His father came to America 


in 1331 and traveled through New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
Re 


returned to England, but tn 1832, 
accompanied by his family, be then 
having five sons, be again came to 
America and to Ohio, and purchased 
land and settled in Rlchland county. 
In 1852 he came to Allen county, bis 
family then numbering seven sons 
and two daughters. 
His children 


were given tbe advantages of the 
best schools of that early day and all 
became occupants of respectable 
positions in life. 
All tbe members 


of the family settled in Allen 
county except one brother of the de- 
ceased, Charles Asbton, wbo removed 
to Guthrle county, Iowa. Tbe father, 
like the subject of this obituary, was 
always a prominent man, and looked 
not only to his own family's interests, 
but to the good of tbe community. 
The deceased was prominent among 
the veterans of the civil war. Re 
enlisted in his country's service Aug 
12th, 
1862, and was assigned to 


Co. A, 118th regiment, O. V, I. He 
was afterward transferred to Co. I, 
of the same regiment, detailed to 
duty in the hospital department and 
subsequently promoted to hospital 
steward. He remained with the reg- 
iment until It waa mustered out of 
service at Salisbury, N. 0 , June 24, 
and reached home Julr 13,1865. Mr.

Olipplnger, and to 
them was born one son, Edwin, who 
died In infancy. Mrs. Ashton died 
March 25,1872, and on November 25, 
18H, Mr. Ashton again married,

daughter of the late John Melborn, 
becoming his devoted wife. Mrs. 
Ashton and their two sons, Harry M 
and Paul Ash ton, who are now popn
